all the way from the sublime to the ridiculous. 
But it had "to be conceded .that he was an artistic 
pioneer., of a high order. Ever since certain stag* 
stars popularized interpretive dancing 
in 
this 


country some years ago, the vogue of it as an art 
has been spreading. 
There arc schools ot inter- 


pretive dancing in nearly all ot our cities. Plump 
ladies dance to got thin and thin ladies dance to 
get fat. and a'.l of them dance, of course, to ex- 
press their souls.

But in ihe early medieval times religious dancing 
began to loso favor, until now only in Spain, 
among civilized nations, is there' any religious 
dancing, and even there it has survived by evasion 
of an edict. Modern religion, with indoor serv- 
ices, has no place for the ecstatic dance.

Nor do our amusements and occupations lend 


themselves readily to rhythmic mimicry. We arc 
told that' the Greek maidens played knuckle bqr.es 
in their dances, and the Indians have prrow, bead, 
feather, and spear dances, symbolic of their in- 
terests. 


But when we take modern parallels—go'f. the 


automobile, machinery and airplanes—rhythmic 
possibilities have seemed negligible. Yet it may 
be that the fault is in ourselves. Adelaide Gccoo, 
the famous ballerina. Is noted for her remarkabe 
dance of the hunt. Why not a dance symbolic of 
the motorist? Or is It .that we are so close to the 
automobile that we cannot see in it the pictures- 
que qualities that we note at once, in the Roman 
chariot?

Amateurs get their ideas of free dancing from

The point overlooked i.i 
that the Greeks had strict physical training in 
gymnasium, and generally the heritage of a strong 
physique to begin with. The average person today 
can with difficulty hold a pose or. one foot for ten 
seconds.

For us, who lack the heritage of the Greek, this 
means hard work. But the casual devotees of art 
nutter along, trying to build a top story of bnc- 
chanaiS' and Amazon dances on a wobbly founda- 
tion.
